Great Conservation Champion Will 


the Campaign Latter Part 
and Will Then Visit In- 


dustrial Section In Western Penn- 
sylvania. 


Philadelphia, June 12—Gifford Pin- 


chot, Washington party candidate for 
Hie United States senate, reached 
Philadelphia yesterday after having 
completed the first section of 
his 


state-wide tour to meet the voters. 
Pinchot traveled approximately 1200 
miles and met some 20,000 people. He 
spoke to thousands of others at var- 
ious night meetings held in the county 
centers. Pinchot and the Washington 
party men who accompanied him in 
the various counties distributed to 
the voters some 40,000 copies of the 
Pinchot platform. 


Visits Fifteen Counties. 


Fifteen counties in all were visited 


by Pinchot. 


The candidate went through Pike, 


Monroe, Northampton, Bucks, York, 
Adams, Cumberland, Perry, Juniata, 
Northumberland, Union, Snyder, Mif- 
flin, Huntingdon and Lancaster coun- 
ties. 


In some counties as high as forty 


scheduled stops were made, and on 
some of the days Pinchot made as 
many as fifteen and eighteen speeches 


The crowds at the county seats and 


the night stopping places where meet- 
ings were held ranged from 300 to 
1800 people, according to the size of 
the towns. 


Pinchot was visibly pleased with the 


results of his tour. 


Crowds Wanted Speeches 


Everywhere he went he was greeted 


by crowds. Although his trip was in- 
tended primarily for a"hand-shaking" 
-tour, the crowds at many of the vari- 
ous stopping places were so insistent 
that the candidate was forced to make 
a short address. 


In other places he was met by dele- 


gations of citizens headed by bands. 


During his tour Pinchot met thou- 


sands of workmen. In places in Lan- 
•caster,Northumberland, Bucks,North- 
ampton, Snyder, Union, Perry and 
Cumberland counties he stopped 
at 


factories. 
He went through some, 


•baking hands with the men, and 
the employers stopped work in oth- 
ers, so that the workers could shake 
hands with and hear the candidate 
talk. 


Says' Penrose is Issue. 


At every one of the night stops 


where meetings were held Pinchot de- 
clared that the fight in this state was J 


' not only to defeat Boise Penrose, but 


to clean out the Republican machine. 


His meetings were held in the open 


air when weather conditions permit- 
ted. Washington party men in every 
county visited made Pinchot's coming 
the occasion of a political rally. Invi- 
tations were extended to all the vot- 
ers by Pinchot to meet him, without 
regard to party lines. 


dial Regions Next. 


The result was that in many cases 


Pinchot spoke to more people at the 
towns where he stopped at night than 
there had been Washington party 
voters in 1912. 


As the senatorial candidate went in- 


to each county he was met by the con- 
gresaonal candidate from that district 
and other local candidates who ac- 
companied him. 


Next week Pinchot will attend the 


reunion of his class at Yale. He ex- 
pects to resume his campaign in this 
State about June 25th and carry it on 
continuously for the remainder of the 
summer. 


The candidate will visit the coal re- 


. fions in the latter part of June and 


July and will extend his tour into the 
industrial sections of the western part 
of the state later in the summer.

Mean to Capture Huerta. 


General JPunston's report that tbe 


Constitutionalists threatened to cut 
railroad communication between Hu- 
erta's capital and Vera Cruz led to 
statements by friends of Carranza 
that the campaign was aimed to cap- 
ture Huerta and his achlsers In case 
they suddenly determined to quit the 
capital. 
The Constitutionalists said 


the!'- forces iu Vera Cruz state were 
so disposed as, to be able to cut the 
line from Mexko City to Vera Cruz 
and also th.it connecting tbe capital 
and Puerto Mexico 


They claimed that railroad commu- 


nication between the capital and Pa- 
cific coast points had been interrupted 
and that at the first report of any 
movement by Huerta the east coast 
lines would be severed to prevent any 
possible attempt by the dictator to 
reach a port. 
It was salt! that the 


movement In Vera Cruz state had been 
under contemplation for six months 
and was not impelled by any recent 
advices. 


The troops are under command of 


General Aguilar, and his chief of staff 
Is Colonel Manuel Perez Romero, a 
brother-in-law of the late President 
Madero. Some of tbe Constitutionalist 
troops already have clashed with fed-

Birthday of Old Glory to be Celebrat- 


ed Next Sunday. 


The one hundred and thirty-seventh 


birthday of the American flag will oc- 
cur June 14, 1914. The day will be 
generally observed throughout 
the 


United States by school 
children, 


members of patriotic societies and 
others. 


On Saturday, June 14, 1777, con- 


gress "Resolved: That the flag of 
the United States be 13 stripes alter- 
nate red and white, that the union be 
13 stars, white in blue field repre- 
senting a new constellation". 


In the act approved January 13, 


1794, congress provided that the flag 
should have fifteen stripes and fifteen 
stars, as there were at that time, fif- 
teen states in the union. It was a

Blight on Civilization. 


One of the speakers, N. F. Dough- 


erty, of the Pennsylvania railroad 
said that 50 per cent, of the school 
children of the country start out in 
the world with an education below the 
fifth grade and that they ere little 
better than illiterates. 
From this 


class, he declared, we get our beg- 
gars, paupers, criminals and toughs. 


"It is from men of this time," the 


speaker said, "that the New York 
gunmen and the Chicago carbarn ban- 
dits are recruited. 
All cities have 


them by the hundreds and thousands. 
They are a blight on our civilizaion, 
and who can say that we are not re- 
sponsible ? The tragedy of it is that 
they take an important part in our 
politics." 


Pennsy Requires Test. 


The Pennsylvania 
railroad, 
Mr. 


Dougherty said, has been compelled 
to require an educational test for all 
its employes and, simple as it is, in- 
cluding only the elements of learning, 
few are able to pass it. 


"Fifty per cent, of our children," 


he said, "start out with practically no 
knowledge of grammar, history or 
geography. They only know arithme- 
tic to long division and a few simple 
fractions. 
A recent survey of New 


York, Boston and Chicago showed 
that 75 per cent, of the boys and girls 
who leave school between the ages of 
14 and 16 do so of their own volition, 
not to help their families." 


Scores School System.

The Clearfleld county board of trus- 


tees in whose hands the administra- 
tion of the mothers' pension fond was 
to have been entrusted, was to have 
met in the court house today for or- 
ganization, but as four of the mem- 
bers of the board have resigned and 
none of the other members put in an 
appearance the county commissioners 
are left in a quandary. 


It will be necessary to appoint new 


members of the board to fill the va- 
cancies before organisation can bo 
affected. The members who resigned 
are: Mrs. Annie Dale, Curwenovflto. 
Mrs. James Kelley, Clearfleld; Mrs. E. 
A. Leitzinger, Clearfleld, and Mrs. H. 
A. Moore, DuBois. 


Provisions of the Law. 


The law under which the trustees 


will operate was passed by the Penn- 
sylvania legislature in 1918, and pro- 
vides that the governor shall appoint 
not less than five or more than seven 
women, resident of each county desir- 
ing to avail itself of the provisions of 
the act, to act as trustees, who shall 
carry out the provisions of the act, to 
provide monthly payments, 
as ap- 


proved by the trustees, to indigent, 
widowed or abandoned mothers, for 
partial support of their children in 
their own homes, payments to bo 
made direct to the recipient by the 
state treasurer, upon warrants drawn 
by the auditor general, and direct to 
the recipient by the county treasurer. 


Trustees Have Full ControL 


The board of trustees, appointed an- 
nually by the governor will have full 
control of the pension fund provided 
by the act The office of trustee has 
no salary attached to it, but the trus- 
tees may charge for traveling ex- 
penses in making investigations and 
shall be provided with a headquart- 
ers, appoint an investigator and a 
stenographer, if deemed necessary, 
and be provided with furnishings, sta- 
tionery and postage, to be paid for 
out of the pension fund. 


The annual expenditures 
of the 


trustees in Clearfield county must not 
exceed $2400 a year, ach county is 
required to appropriate 
an amount 


equal to that provided by the state 
for the payment of pensions. 


Payments of Pensions. 


The trustees are authorized to pay 


pensions to mothers of the class re- 
ferred to in the following amounts: 


For one child, $12 per month maxi- 


mum. 


For two children $20 per month, 


maximum. 


For three children, $36 per month, 


maximum. 


Each additional child $5 per month, 


maximum. 


The trustees in Clearfield county 


will fix the amount of pension that 
may be paid, each case being given a

thorough investigation and decided on 
its merits. 


Quite a number of mothers have 


made application to come in under the 
provisions of this act and to share in 
the $3600 available in Clearfield coun- 
ty, one of the few counties in the 
state to accept the provisions of the 
act.

Over the a, R. & P. 


One of the handsomest and most 


powerful passenger locomotives ever 
seen inthis place passed over the lo- 
cal line of the Buffalo, Rochester &

The engine's number is 607, and is

The total weight of the lo- 
comotive is 258,500 pounds.

Washington Pariy 


Visits Fifteen Counties 


.SAYS PENROsTis THE ISSUE 


x; 


Great Conservation Champion Will 


the Campaign Latter Part 
and Will Then Visit In- 


dustrial Section In Western Penn- 
sylvania. 


Philadelphia, June 12—Gifford Pin- 


chot, Washington party candidate for 
Hie United States senate, reached 
Philadelphia yesterday after having 
completed the first section of 
his 


state-wide tour to meet the voters. 
Pinchot traveled approximately 1200 
miles and met some 20,000 people. He 
spoke to thousands of others at var- 
ious night meetings held in the county 
centers. Pinchot and the Washington 
party men who accompanied him in 
the various counties distributed to 
the voters some 40,000 copies of the 
Pinchot platform. 


Visits Fifteen Counties. 


Fifteen counties in all were visited 


by Pinchot. 


The candidate went through Pike, 


Monroe, Northampton, Bucks, York, 
Adams, Cumberland, Perry, Juniata, 
Northumberland, Union, Snyder, Mif- 
flin, Huntingdon and Lancaster coun- 
ties. 


In some counties as high as forty 


scheduled stops were made, and on 
some of the days Pinchot made as 
many as fifteen and eighteen speeches 


The crowds at the county seats and 


the night stopping places where meet- 
ings were held ranged from 300 to 
1800 people, according to the size of 
the towns. 


Pinchot was visibly pleased with the 


results of his tour. 


Crowds Wanted Speeches 


Everywhere he went he was greeted 


by crowds. Although his trip was in- 
tended primarily for a"hand-shaking" 
-tour, the crowds at many of the vari- 
ous stopping places were so insistent 
that the candidate was forced to make 
a short address. 


In other places he was met by dele- 


gations of citizens headed by bands. 


During his tour Pinchot met thou- 


sands of workmen. In places in Lan- 
•caster,Northumberland, Bucks,North- 
ampton, Snyder, Union, Perry and 
Cumberland counties he stopped 
at 


factories. 
He went through some, 


•baking hands with the men, and 
the employers stopped work in oth- 
ers, so that the workers could shake 
hands with and hear the candidate 
talk.

where meetings were held Pinchot de-

' not only to defeat Boise Penrose, but

His meetings were held in the open 


air when weather conditions permit- 
ted. Washington party men in every 
county visited made Pinchot's coming 
the occasion of a political rally. Invi- 
tations were extended to all the vot- 
ers by Pinchot to meet him, without 
regard to party lines. 


dial Regions Next. 


The result was that in many cases 


Pinchot spoke to more people at the 
towns where he stopped at night than 
there had been Washington party 
voters in 1912. 


As the senatorial candidate went in- 


to each county he was met by the con- 
gresaonal candidate from that district 
and other local candidates who ac- 
companied him. 


Next week Pinchot will attend the 


reunion of his class at Yale. He ex- 
pects to resume his campaign in this 
State about June 25th and carry it on 
continuously for the remainder of the 
summer.

Provisions of the Law. 


The law under which the trustees 


will operate was passed by the Penn- 
sylvania legislature in 1918, and pro- 
vides that the governor shall appoint 
not less than five or more than seven 
women, resident of each county desir- 
ing to avail itself of the provisions of 
the act, to act as trustees, who shall 
carry out the provisions of the act, to 
provide monthly payments, 
as ap- 


proved by the trustees, to indigent, 
widowed or abandoned mothers, for 
partial support of their children in 
their own homes, payments to bo 
made direct to the recipient by the 
state treasurer, upon warrants drawn 
by the auditor general, and direct to 
the recipient by the county treasurer. 


Trustees Have Full ControL 


The board of trustees, appointed an- 
nually by the governor will have full 
control of the pension fund provided 
by the act The office of trustee has 
no salary attached to it, but the trus- 
tees may charge for traveling ex-

The total weight of the lo- 
comotive is 258,500 pounds.
